Warfaw, Dec. 14. 

HE Affembly that was held at Thorn 
broke up on the 12th. without comin 
toany refolution on the Affairs for whic 
they were conven’d by the King of Po- 

land, becaufe of the Abfence-of a great 
Number of the Senators. Some Deputies of Great 
and Little Poland, who had formerly fhewn their 
Affection to the King of Poland,made divers Propofi- 
tions,among others, {hat theRepublick fhould deciare 
War againit the King of Sweden ; but feveral Bi- 
fhors and Palatins rejected them, and withdrew 
from the Affembly, after they had enter’d their Pro- 
teftations. The Imperial Ambaffador has offer’d the 
Mediation of the Emperor, for negociating a Peace 
berween the Kings of. Poland and Sweden ; but the 
Mafcovite Ambaffador has made quite different Of- 
f-rs, roengage the Republick to declare War againft 
the King of Sweden ; in which cafe he promifes 
great Sums, a confiderable Body of Troops to be 
employ’d where the Republick hall think fic, and to 
make vigorous diverfions into the Dominions of the 
King of Sweden : Some Deputies propos'd that thefe 
Offers thould be decepted, provided the Czar would 
fend an Army againft the revolted Coffacks, to affift 
the Troops of the Crown to reduce them, Bnet 
were an{wer'd by others, that it would be beticr 
to make an Alliance with the King of Sweden, b2-” 
caufe there are violent Sufpicions of the Czai’s ha- 
ving excited the Coffacks to rebel, that the Repub- 
lick might want his Help, of which he would make 
his Advantage: Nay, ‘tis fufvected that. this was. 
not done without being communicated to the King 
of Poland himfclf, becaufe of the clofe correfjon-. 
dence which hé keeps with that Prince, without 
whom he refufés to make Peace with Sweden. So 
there was nothing concluded on, by reafon of the 
Diverfity of the Opinions and Interefts of the Se- 
nators. The King of Sweden continues his March 
towards this City,with an Army of 30000 Men, part 
of which advance through great Poland. 84 Barks 
with the Infantry will arrive here in 2 or 3 days, 
being not above 8 or 10 Leagues off: The Cavalry, 
will quickly be here likewife, with Prince Sapieha 
great General of Lithuania, for they are already 
come as far as Radom,.within 15 Leagues of this 
City. Yer "tis believ’d thefe Forces will not ftay 
here long, but will march into the Royal Pruffia, to 
crive out the Saxon Troops, who are in no Ccondi- 
tion to refift them, fince a Detachment of the 10 
Regiments is gone into the Emperor’s Service. 
The Body of, Trcops which the King of Sweden 
fent towards Ruffia to raife Cdntributions, has com- 
mitted great Spoil; but thofe Hotftilities having 
been aG&ed only in fuch Places as belong to the 
great Gencral of the Crown, ’tis faid the King of 
Sweden gave Orders for fo doing, to. revenge him- 
felf of that General, for joyning the Saxons with the 
Polifh Army and giving him Battel. The Mar- 
quefs de Ronnac is arriv’d here. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 16.’ 
Cracow, Dec. 23. They write from Lemberg, that 
1000 Swedes are pofted at Jawflow where they 


have entrench’d themfelyes ; and that the Coflacks | 


have plunder'd Dunewiec, a Village within 4 
— of Caminicc, and driven away 490 Head of 
ttle. 


Warfaw, Dec. 28. The Cardinal Primate intends 
to continue here fome time, and ’tis faid will hold a 
Convocation of the Clergy to confult of certain 
Affairs. 

Dantzick, Jan. 6. They write from Warfaw, That 
the Cardinal Primate is daily in Conference with 
the Count de Sinzendorf, about the means to pro- 
cure Peace between the Kings of Poland ang Swe- 
den: That the Courier fent by the faid Ambaffador 
to Count Piper, was return’d, with this Anfwer, 
That his Swedith Majefty does not think it conve- 
nient at prefent for that Ambaffador to come to him. 

Breflau, Jan. 7. The Troubles in Poland increafe 
daily ; and ’tis written from thence, that two cer- 
tain Princes have had a Conference with the King 
of Sweden, and are now levying Forces, 

Warfaw, Dec. 30. They write from Rufs-Lem- 
berg, that General Steinbock raifes heavy Contribu- 
tions on that Country ; and that he demands a pofi- 
tive Refolution from the Crown-Marfhal and other 
Nobiemen ; that he has put the Waywod of Wol- 
hinia, with his Wife and Children, under confine- 
ment, and demands 2 Millions for their Ranfom ; 
and that the revolted Coffacks have taken the For- 
trefs of Biallaczerkiew. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Jan. 16. 

Thorn, Dec. 25. Within a few days 4 Regiments 
of Saxons march’d towards Lithuania, and ’tis faid 
3 Or 4000 Mufcovites, all Infantry, have joyn’d 
Oginski. "Tir confirm’d likewife, That the Czar of 
Mutcovy found 170 Pieces of Cannon in Noteburg, 
of which 16 were formerly taken from himfelf be- 
fore Nerva; That he has put a Garrifon of 2000 Mca 
into that Place, and is gone back to Mofcow, but 
intencs co return co his Army again very {pecdily. 

Drefdcn, Jan. 5. ‘ihe Electoral Palace here is new 
fitting up, and ‘tis believ’d that if the Swedes follow 
the King of Poland to Thern, he will come hither.

Amfterdam, Jan. 15. Letters from Riga of the 
28th of December advife, that a Perfon who 3 days 
before came thither out of the Polith Ruffia, reports 
that an Ariny of 20, fome Letters fay 40000 Mufco- 
vites were fallen into that Country, thar they have 
extended their Quarters as far as Druyen, and are 
pofiefs’d of Dombrovona and the Country for 60 
Miles round it; that they commit no Hoftilities,but 
Pay for all they want, Forrage excepted. Other Ler- 
ters add, that fome of thefe Troops have ravag’d — 
the Lands of the Sapichas, ' 

Riga, Dec.28. Letters that came in Yefterday 
from Dorpat and Nerva, advife that all is quiet in 
thofe Parts.
